“ EXCEPTIONALLY GOOD FUN!” 
Vittorio Mussolini would have had a delightful 
time over Spain if he had been a m em ber of the 
Italian squadron tha t took off from M ajorca, 
Italian Balearic Island air base, for a raid upon 
Barcelona and Valencia, Spanish cities on the 
M editerranean side. 
It will be recalled tha t y oung Mussolini, who 
has w ritten a book , describes his experiences as 
an aviator in Ethiopia, where he bombed native 
villages of mud huts, k illing innocent civilians, as 
“exceptionally good fun.” The flight over B ar­ 
celona and Valencia would, judged by sim ilar 
standards, have been indeed a gala event. 
N either of these cities figured in m ilitary op­ 
erations. News reports described the horrors of 
the scenes. Crowds fled in terror through the 
streets. Buildings came topling down in ruins, 
their occupants k illed or gravely wounded. Bod­ 
ies of the dead littered the streets. In Barcelona 
there were about 400 k illed and 1,200 wounded; in 
Valencia, IOO dead and 300 wounded. 
These horrors are sufficiently shock ing in 
themselves but they assume additionally appall­ 
ing aspects when considered in connection w ith 
the future of Spain. The w ar is now well into 
its second y ear. It has been distinguished by 
unparalleled cruelty , invariably a characteristic 
of wars in which religion is a factor. The popu­ 
lation of Spain faces decim ation through con­ 
flict, disease and starvation. N atural resources 
are being destroy ed or consumed, while struc­ 
tures tha t have stood for centuries as m em orials 
of departed glory and power have been reduced 
to dust. 
W hat of the future of the Spanish people and 
their country ? They are sowing the seed of their 
own exterm ination and preparing the way for 
the ultim ate seizure of their country by one or 
more of the avaricious neighbors tha t have 
watched w ith ey es of desire the crum bling of a 
nation. Italy and G erm any are not feeding the 
fires of Spain for nothing. They are preparing 
for the day when it will be opportune for them 
to claim Spain as their own. 


MEXICO RECIPROCATES 
Mexico has chosen a ra the r strange way of 
reciprocating favors done by the U nited States. 
For a long tim e, this Governm ent has been buy ­ 
ing up Mexican silver reserves and newly m ined 
silver a t high prices. Just the other day , the 
Treasury announced tha t the program would be 
continued through this y ear to the tune of about 
$25,000,000. 
Now comes a surprise decree by President C ar­ 
denas raising Mexican tariffs on m any im ports 
to alm ost prohibitive levels. R ates of increase 
are mostly from IOO to 200 per cent; in special 
cases they are 400 or 500 per cent. About sixty - 
five per cent of Mexico’s im ports come from the 
U nited States. Mexico has long enjoy ed a very 
favorable trade balance, though not w ith this 
country . 
There is some confusion as to the precise rea­ 
son why Mexican tariffs should be raised a t this 
juncture. 
According to one explanation, it is 
necessary to provide greater protection for the 
peso. It is also added that, though trade bal­ 
ances are now favorable, they m ight become un­ 
favorable and the country cannot afford to buy 
more than is sold abroad. 
These explanations do not explain any thing.

criticism today of two Roosevelt 
administration policies. 
R. C. Rich of Burley , Idaho, in 
a speech prepared for the open­ 
ing session of the 73rd national 
convention, cited aspects of the 
proposed reciprocal trade treaty 
with 
Great 
Britain and 
the 
pending government reorganiza­ 
tion bill which he termed detri­ 
mental to his industry . 
Of the trade t reaty he declared 
“we must see to it that no stone 
is left unturned in the effort to 
k eep American mark ets 
fully 
protected 
for 
the 
American 
farmer.’’ 
He termed the reorganization 
bill to give President Roosevelt 
power to transfer the forest ser­ 
vice from the Agriculture De­ 
partm ent to the Department of 
the interior “not in the interest 
of livestock growers generally .” 
Rich said the wool industry 
faces the same problem that 
caused formation of the associa­ 
tion in Sy racuse, N. Y., Dec. 12, 
1865—“that of seeing to it that 
we have fair and reasonable tar- 
! iff protection for our products.” 
"He said Senator O’Mahoney 
(D-Wy o) “made an occasion a 
few day s ago to point out to the 
members of the senate the fact 
that any reductions in present 
tariff rates on wool cloth 
or 
woolen materials in process of 
manufacture would have prac­ 
tically the same effect on our 
wool mark et as would a reduc­ 
tion in raw wool rates.”
